I I am a Lieutenant (Serial #35408) with the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) 
I make this declaration based upon my own personal knowledge and if called upon [ would competentl 
testify under the penalty of perjury, as follows: 

2 For the past two years, I have been assigned to LAPD Legal Affairs Division. Fror 
September 2018 to July 2020, I was assigned as the Officer-in-Charge (OIC) of Legal Affairs Division, 
Discovery Section, where I supervised the processing of all CPRA requests directed to LAPD. I < 
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currently the OIC cf the Legal Affairs Division, Employment Litigation Section; however, I remait 
currently knowledgeable of all aspects of Discovery Section’s CPRA processing operations. The curren 
OIC of Discovery Section is Lieutenant Marla Ciuffetelli, Serial No. 34964. 

2. In my capacity as the OIC of the Discovery Section, I became acquainted with Petition 
as a chronic requester who submits CPRA requests to LAPD that are purposefully overbroad and undul 
burdensome. While the number of requests Petitioner submits varies, there has been an occasion wher 
Petitioner has submitted at least 15 CPRA requests to LAPD in a single day (July 20, 2020), and 
30-day period where Petitioner has submitted at least 50 CPRA requests to LAPD (July 15, 2020, t 
August 15, 2020). Petitioner has also personated several Department employees by submitting CP 
requests in their names without their knowledge or consent. Additionally, Discovery Section sta 
recently conducted a search of Department CPRA processing records which revealed that betwe 
July 1, 2019, and October 15, 2020, Petitioner submitted at least 275 CPRA requests to LAPD using a 
least 30 different aliases. As of October 22, 2020, Petitioner has approximately 75 open CPRA request 


4. On August 6, 2020, the Department sent a letter to Petitioner explaining the ne 
procedure by which LAPD would process his numerous CPRA requests. A true and correct copy of sai 
letter is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

5. I declare under penalty of perjury under the laws of California that the foregoing is tru 
and correct.
